The second 
workspace is associated with a trigger event definition, and when data based on the one 
or more tradable objects is detected, the second workspace is displayed, where the 
same windows in the first layout are relocated based on a predefined layout for the 
second workspace. 

Based on prior art search results, the prior art deemed closest to the allowed 
claim is U.S. Patent No. 5,339,392 to Risberg et al.
